Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 15-16 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by 
Fandrianto et al. (5,594,813). 

Regarding claims 15 and 23, Fandrianto discloses dividing binary picture into blocks 
(Note: figure 3B and 4 picture is divided into blocks column 5 lines 51-55); executing bordering 
for blocks outputted from block dividing means (Note: figure 1 col. 3 lines 25-35 displacement of 
the search block 22 eight pixels to the left (block 26.1) and seven pixels to the right (block 26.2) 
and note: figure 4 col. 5 lines 50-65 through col. 6 lines 1-5 full X block 70 includes pixels 

the best match seach block 71 are copied into X block 70 to allow interpolation); 

interpolating horizontally pixels of the blocks outputted form bordering means (note: figure 4 
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col. 6 lines 18-22 the block A is formed by progressive horizontal interpolation of the X block 
70); vertically interpolating pixels of the blocks outputted from horizontal interpolating means 
(col. 6 lines 35-40 note: figure 4 the block B is formed by progressive interpolation of the X 
block 70 ). 

Regarding claim 16, Fandrianto discloses the bordering with pixels brought from an 
adjacent block of a current block (figure 4 col. 5 lines 50-65 through col. 6 Imes 1-5 full X 

block 70 includes pixels the best match seach block 71 are copied into X block 70 to 

allow interpolation). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 1-14 are allowed over prior at of record. 

Claims 17-22 are objected to as being depenednt upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all limitations of the base claim and 
intervening claims.
